Judge Dismisses. 


Divorce Court 
Petition : 


Mr Justice J. R. Gregg, Pulsne Judge, in the 
Supreme Court this morning gave judgment for 
the plaintiff, Po-yun Fok of 82 Robinson Road, who 
was respondent in a petition for the dissolution of 
marriage brought by his wife, May-yook Fok. The 


parties were married in 
US.A. 


October, 1945, in’ the 


The issue before the Court waa whether at 
the date of the institution of the petition for 
divorce (July 6, 1956), the plaintiff was domiciléd 


in Hongkong. 


In giving his judgment, his 
Lordship said: ‘In this case the 
onus rests on the defendant to 
prove that the plaintiff has aban- 
doned his domicile of origin and 
hes established a domicile of 
choice in Hongkong. On the 
evidence before me 1 find that 
the defendant has falled to dis- 
charge this onus, 

“That being so, 1 hold that at 
the date of the {ssue of the peti- 
tlon for divoree the plaintlf was 
not domiciled in Hongkong and 
that therefore scetion 4 (1) (b) 
of the Divorce Ordinance (Cap. 
179) has not been complied with. 
The sald petition ts accordingly 
dismissed." 

His Lordship ordered costs to 
be paid by piaintiff up to the 
amount of security, 

Plaintiff brought an action 
before Mr Justice Gregg for the 
dismissal of the petition on the 
ground that he was a Portuguese 
subject of Macao birth and that 
he was not domiciled in Hong- 
kong. 

PlaintifY was represented by 
Mr Brook A. Bernacchi, 1n- 
structed by Mr P. J. Griffiths of 
Messra Wilkinson and Grist, Mr 
Richard Winter, instructed by 
Mr A. 8. C, Comber of Messrs 
Hastings and Company appeared 
for tho wife (detendant>. 


THE JUDGMENT 


His Lordship’s decision was 
as follows: ; 

“The issug now before me is 
whether at the date of the in- 
stituuon of the petition for 
divorce in this case, namely, 
July 6, 1955, the plaintiff, 
wno is the respondent in the 
said petition, was domiciled In 
Hongkong. 


“L find as follows: The 
plaintiff's domicile of origin is 
Macau; for the reason that at 
the time of his birth his father 
was, in my opinion, domiciled 
there. His father was born in 
Macau in 18U0 and waa in.1918 
Ceclared by the District Court 
in Macau *> he a Portuguese 
citizen by birth. (Sce. do- 
cumentary Exhibits J1, J2 and 
J3—the genuineness of which I 
bave no reason to question.) 
The plaintiff was m in 
Canton on May 25, 1919; 
and, “vhile his father owned,

no sufficient evidence toshow 
that at the time of the plaintiff's 
birth ho (the father) had 
esablishea a domicile of choice 
there.
